Vote No on the Amendment. 


The 'fourth session of the Constitutional Convention, called 


last Friday, resulted in the adoption of an amendment to be 
submitted to the people on March 13, which calls for the re- 
moval of the word "proportional" from the clause of our Con- 
stitution authorizing our legislature to levy taxes. While at 
first glanc_e this amendment seems harmless, the removal of the 
word, as it has been construed by the Supreme Court, would 
result in giving the legislature full power to tax everything in 


t any way that it pleases. Under this "wideT'open" amendment 


the legislature would have full power to tax incomes from in- 
tangibles, incomes from wa-ges or salaries, incomes from farms, 
mills, mercantile establishments, rents, in fact any form of in- 
come. It could levy an excise tax pn sales of any commodity. 
It coud tax checks, notes, bank deposits, wills, deeds, express 
packages or create other stamp taxes. It could classify prop- 
erty and levy taxes at different rates upon different classes. 
In fact it can duplicate any federal tax except imports and 
exports. 


This is the third time a tax amendment has been submitted 


to the people, and it is by far the broadest of any. Twice the 
voters have defeated the amendment. While the present leg- 
islature may merely contemplate a tax upon income from in- 
tangibles, and a sales tax upon gasoline, it is inevitable that in 
future years legislatures will seek to tap other veins that 
promise to gush forth revenue, until New Hampshire shall be- 


- come a tax ridden state. 


Who will benefit by the proposed amendment? Dealers in 


bonds certainly, and probably the holders of large amounts of 
"real estate—the big corporations, the big lumber operators, 
and other big interests. The farmer, certainly, cannot profit 
.by the wide-open amendment, as, his income, as well as his 
farm,ew311 be open to taxation: 
escape! 


Nor can labor hope long to 


To say that this wide-open tax scheme is uncalled for is put- 


ting it mildly. It is the scheme of a few bosses and does not 
originate with the people. It is too radical a departure from a 
system that has worked to the well being of the state since the 
adoption of the Constitution. Study well what,the effect of 
such an amendment to our Constitution will mean, and each 
citizen will.soon be convinced that the wise course will be to 
yo'te against it. To'do otherwise is to invite danger and last- 
ing regret.—Exeter News-Letter. 


President Harding and Congress. 


Through the manipulation of various kinds of blocs sup- 


ported by lobbyists representing "this and that" they have suc- 
ceeded in blocking President Harding's plans to give the coun- 
try a properly supported merchant marine. It has also killed 
other needed legislation and much to the disgust of the Amer- 
ican people.

Harding yesterday effected the great- 
tst change his cabinet has undergone 
since his'administration began nearly 
uvo years ago .by designating Dr. Hu- 
bert T\"ork of Colorado, now postmaster 
general, to be secretary of the interior, 
succeeding Albert E. Fall of New Mex- 
ico, and Senator Harry S. New of In- 
diana, to be head of the postoffice de- 
partment in succession to Dr. Work. 


The nomination of Dr. "Work and 


Senator New were sent to the Senate 
and' promptly confirmed, that of Sena- 
tor New almost immediately in open 
session, in accordance with the cour- 
lesy always extended sitting, senators, 
and that of Dr. Work late in "the day,' 
after it had been referred to committee 
in open session and reported back. . 


The two will take up their new du- 


ties next Monday, when the resigna- 
tion of Secretary Fall, announced, sev- 
eral weeks ago, becomes effective. Sen- 
ator New retires from the Senate with 
the adjournment of Congress, Sunday. 


The selections made by the President 


were not unexpected, as they were fore 
east two weeks or more ago. 
The 


President, on receiving the resignation 
of Secretary Fall, who retires after two 
years in the cabinet, to take care of 
his private business interests, tendered 
to Secretary Hoover the interior port- 
folio, but the commerce secretary ex- 
pressed a desire to continue at his pres 
ent post In order'to work out certain 
parts of the program of helpfulness to 
business that he has instituted. 


The President, it is understood, then 


made up his mind to transfer Dr. Work 


Work, the President turned toward se- 
lection of a man to head the postoffice 
department. Quite- naturally he turned 
to Senator New, who Tvas one of his 
closest friends Mn the Senate and who 
has generally been considered as close 
to the White House as any man in 
the Senate. Also, Mr. Harding in male- 
ing- up his original cabinet, tendered 
Senator New a place, but the senator 
preferred to serve out the remainder 
of his term in the Senate.

In the Year of Our Lord One Thousand and Ninteen hundred and Twenty-Three. 


In Hie Convention of delegates assembled at Concord on the sixteenth 


day of February, in the year of our- L'ord one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-three, in pursuance to a joint resolution of the General Court, ap- 
proved February eight, nineteen hundred and twenty-three, and in pur- 
suance to the resolution of adjournment adopted at the January session of 
the Convention to revise the Constitution, 1921, which adjournment was 
made subject to the call of the President, or in case of his death of dis- 
ability, lo-the call of-the Governor of the state; and in-pursuance to the 
call issued by the President of the Convention to revise the Constitution, 
dated February 8, 1023: 


I. R.ESOLVED: That the alteration and amendment proposed to the 


Constitution shall be submitted to the qualified voters of the siate at the 
regular election to be holden in the towns and wards on the second Tues- 
day in March, 1923, and at a special election to be called in the several 
wards of the cities which do not have regular elections on that dale, to be 
by said voters acted upon at said meetings. 
. 


II. RESOLVED: That the selectmen of the several towns, wards and 


places in the state be and are hereby directed to insert in their warrants 
calling the said meetings'an-article "to the following effect: To take the 
sense of the qualified voters whether the alteration and amendment to the. 
Constitution proposed by the .Convention to revise the Constitution shall 
be approved. 


III. RESOLVED: Yhai the sense of the qualified voters shall be taken 


" by ballot upon the 'following question submitted to them by the Convention. 


"Do you approve of empowering the Legislature to impose and levy 


assessments, rates and taxes for the public charges of government'with 
no restrictions except that they be reasonable, as proposed in the amend- 
ment to the Constitution." 


' IV. RESOLVED: That the Secretary of State be directed to procure 


1o be printed one hundred and thirty-thousand copies of such part of the 
Constitution as is altered and amended by the amendment proposed by 
this Convention, together with the alteration and amendment, and the same
